JEFFERSON CITY, Mo; Aug. 2.— 
From the data gathered by the Stare 
Labor Bureau for the forthcoming re- 
port of Labor Commissioner Anderson 
the total surplus product of poultry, 
eggs and feathers shipped from the ll4 
counties of the State during the year 
19044 is shown to reach the enormous 
value of $31,642,762.61. 

This is the work of the Missouri hen. 

The figures are divided as follows: 

Live poultry, 168,454,447 pounds at 8 
cents a pound, $13,476,379.75. 

Dressed poultry, 48,553,636 pounds at 10 
cents a pound, $4,856,363.@.

021,046.10. 

Feathers, 
$289,973.15. 

The value of the surplus products of 
the Missouri hen for the year 1904 is 
greater than the combined surplus 
product of the horses. mules, hogs, 
sheep, etc., of the State for the same 
period. 

It would require 10,592 cars, allowing 
16,000 pounds to a@ car, to carry the 
dressed poultry; 7751 cars, allowing 400 
cases or 12,000 dozen to a car, to carry 


the eggs, and 43 cars, allowing 15,000 
pounds to a car, to carry the feathers. 

The total number of cars required 
would be 20,761, which, allowing 40 fcet 
to the car, would make a train 157.7 
miles long. 

It is estimated that two-fifths of all 
the eggs and poultry produced in the 
various counties is shipped out. On this 
basis the total amount of poultry and 
eges of the State may be estimated.

SAYS PHONE MESSAGE

She Tells of Seeing Him on 
Street Car and Brief Conver- 
sation—Bought His Picture 
at Gallery. 


Mrs. Willlam Leafgreén continued 
her deposition at 3 p. m. Friday, when 
the hearing of her sult to recover, as 
his widow, one-half of the $218,000 per- 
sonal property of the late Laclede J. 
Howard, wealthy brick manufacturer, 
Was resumed before Special Commis. 
sioner W. Scott Hancock. 

She has toid how she met and married 
i216 man known to her as Henry or 
“Charley” Howard, whom, she says, 
she now believes tu have been Laclede 
J. Howard. 

Fhe heirs oi the latter believe that 
Mrs. Leatareen has greatly injured her 
own case by her testimony that the 
Henry Howard whom she married in 
1683 was known to herself and others 
ag a cigar manufacturer. Laclede J. 
Howard was President of the Evens & 
Hioward Fire Brick Co. of 8t. Louis. 

Mrs. Leafgreen is exceedingly nervous 
in testifying, and fans herself vigorous- 
ly with @ lace handkerchief. She wears 
a black silk dress, with white lace col- 
lar and cuffs and a black chiffon hat. 

An interesting phase of her testimony 
wus reached when she described the 
man known to her as Henry Howard. 
Bhe said that at that time, in 1883, he 
seemod to be about 322 years-old, was 
5 feet 2 or 10 inches in height, dark com- 
plexioned, with thin hair and dark 
eyes. 

The most dramatic development in 
her story was when she told of having 
met “Henry’’ Howard in 8t. Louig in 
February or March, 1903, after she had 
married again, believing him dead; how 
he followed her to a downtown dry 
woods store and talked with her for a 
while; how, later, when Laclede J. 
Howard died, she recognized his picture

DIVISIONS TO RE-FORM 


Southwestern District Center- 
ing St. Louis Will Include 
Missouri and Kansas. 


Members of the general staff of the 
United States Army are much inter- 
ested in a discussion of impending 
changes which, it is said, will involve 
a change in the location of two of the 
present army division headquarters. 

The division headquarters in question 
are those of the Northern division, now 
located in St.’ Louis, and the Southwest- 
ern, at present in Oklahoma. It is 
said that the Northern division head- 
quarters will be transferred to Chicago 
and those of the Southwestern division 
brought to St. Louis. 

The reason given for the rumored 
change is that the supplies necessary 
for the Northern division can be 
shipped more conveniently and its busi- 
ness transacted more speedily from 
Chicago, while St. Louis is the natural 
business center and distributing point 
for the Southwest, 

In the event that the Southwestern 
division headquarters are brought to 
St. Louls, it is said that Missouri and 
Kansas will probably be taken from 
the Northern division and placed in the 
Southwestern division, as belongitis 
most naturally to that division. 

Col. H. A. Green, Chief of Staff of 
the Northern division, now located in 
St. Louis, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday: 

“The question of the changes is now 
being considered by the general staff, 
but nothing definite has been done. 
Whatever orders are issued will come 
from the Secretary of War. It is 


thought likely in general staff circles 
that the changes will be made.”’

M. Hamard, chief of the Paris 
detective service, immediately cabled to 
Bahia for further news, and ordered 
the French detectives nearest Bahia to 
go immediately to that town and take 


possession of the prisoner as soon as 
the extradition formalities are accom- 
plished. 

For some months prior to his annual 
vacation, which began Aug. 1, Gallay, 
according to the police, had been on the 
best of terms with a well-known French 
actress. 

Outside the bank he is said to have 
used various high-sounding titles and 
led a merry career. 

All this was learned during an inves- 
tigation which began when Gallay failed 
to return from his vacation on the ap- 
pointed day. 

Pursuing the detectives 
learnea that the clerk had chartered a 
steam yacht and sailed from Havre 
with two women and a large supply of 
provisions.

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AUTOMOBILES AND PEDESTRIANS. 


The Appellate Division of the New York Supreme 


Court has handed down a decision of sume interest 


to pedestrians, drivers of vehicles and automobilists. 


“A person, whether adult or infant, has the ripht 
to assume that the operator of an automobile will 
exercise care and respect the rights of pedestrians 
in turning the corners of streets. Due care is re- 
quired under such circumstances that the vehicle 

should be slowed down and operated with care.” 

The suit was one brought for the killing of an 
eight-year-old child by an automobile belonging to a 
transportation company. The lower court held that 
if a person allows his child to be in the street un- 

attended he is responsible should the child be in- 
jured. 

The pedestrian, adult or infant, may assume that 
due care will be taken by driver or chauffeur, upon 
whom -the responsibility, is placed. 

lt is a reasonable rule. In Missouri drivers are 
requiped..te. slew. up, on approaching a crossing and 
of course an automobile would be held to the same 
rule. 

The notion that children have not the benefit of 
this rule, which seems to have been entertained by 
the lower court in this New York case, on the ground 
that the parent should not allow his child to be on 
the street unattended, is barbarous, or at least an- 
tiquated, besides being a gross perversion of humane 
thinking. The Supreme Court of Missouri has laid 
down the rule in terms unmistakable that a child 
cannot be guilty of contributory negtigence. The 
entire responsibility is placed upon steam railroad 
companies for accident to children and probably the 
rule would not be relaxed in favor of automobilists. 

The courts of other states will probably take this 
view when similar cases come before them. It is 
required by both good service and good logic to say 
nothing of the humrane tendency of legal develop- 
ment.

A SUPERIOR WOWAN’S ANGER. 

Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gilman attacks in‘a cur- 
rent magazine what she calls the “conventional as- 
sumption” that women are “better” than men. 

“Patent superiority in one virtue,” says Mrs. Gil- 
man, “we may readily grant them—that of chastity. 
This is genuinely theirs by nature, as well as being 
carefully fostered artifically by man. Man did not 
imvent it. He found it in a state of nature, Ad- 
mitting that they are thus ‘morally’ superior by na- 
ture, there remains a damaging qualification—that it 
is to their interest to be so.” 

If Mrs. Gilman would, in some happy hour when 
she is not angry—let us hope she has such shining 
datervels of time—take her pen in hand and let the

In plain 
terms the English demand that the Kaiser’s fleet be 
destroyed before it gets big enough to be formidable 
to Engiland’s sea power. 

But the Germans are not behindhand. At a meet- 
ing of the Pan-Germanic League Gen. von Liebert 
made a speech full of thunder, and like a true Ger- 
man, he grounded his argument on high philosophic 
grounds: “We cannot help the fact,” said the Gen- 
eral, “that all the great changes in history have 
been accomplished through tears and through blood 
—that is simply the progress of history.” 

The conclusion is: The more tears and blood the 
more progress. No blood no progress, no tears no 
improvements in civilization. 

The logic is not unfamiliar, but not often is it 
stated with such brutal frankness. 

It does not occur to these delirious jingoes that 
progress may be in spite of bloodshed and tears. 
Their mode of thinking is savagely childlike; post 
hoc, ergo propter hoc. The day follows the night; 
therefore the night is the cause of the day. 
an easy road to the inferno of war.

~ NEW YORK EDITORIAL OPINION 


Special to the r#’ost-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—‘‘Mr. James 
Mazen Hyde has sold his fine country 
place,’’ says the World, in a broadside 
editorial urging prosecution against the 
Equitable corruptionists. ‘So far as he 
legally can, he is said to have sold the 
control of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, which also he inherited. He 
has sold his private car. He is selling 
his interest in the many banks, trust 
companies and other subsidiary corpo- 
rations which the Equitable policy holda- 
ers’ money has made valuable. 

“Altogether, he will turn into some 
millions of dollars in cash profits from 
the ownership of $50,200 par value of 
Equitable stock, limited by charter and 
by law to $3514 of annual dividends. 

“With this money, which should have 
been distributed in dividends to 600,000 
policyholders and to their dependents, 
Mr. Hyde intends to go to Paris, where, 
with his wealth and his tastes, he will 
find a more congenial home than among 
the American people. 

“Is he to go in peace?’ 


“Apart from the moral reproach 
which has been brought upon the Ger- 
man colonial administration, this har- 
rving of the Hereros should be a costly 
Lbusiness,”’ comments the Tribune. ‘‘The 
losses of men have already amounted 
to more than seventeen hundred, and 


) the financial cost has long been $123,000 


a day, the total now aggregating many 
millions. Of course, the Hereros have 
sustained terrible losses, the number 
of thejr killed having been reckoned 
in tens of thousands. But that is a 
loss to Germany, too, for it transforms 
a vast region into an uninhabited wil- 
derness and deprives the Germans of 
the services of one of the most intelli- 
gent and industrious of the native tribes. 
which, under happier auspices, might 
have been brohght to a profitable state 
of civilization.”’ 


Undoubtedly Japan feels that she 
must have seme payment to ease the 
burden of her immense war debt. But 
it would be better for her to accept a 
sum equal to half the debt than to 
double the debt in the effort to secure 
more. It may be at the end of another 
year's fighting she would get nothing. 
After the negotiations and all the talk 
of irrevocable purposes, the true sit- 
uation fs about what it was when the 
conference assembled. Russia and Ja- 
pan came to Portsmouth to make peace. 
They need to make peace, they are 
practically enforced to make peace. 
Each will make the other yield as 
much as possible—that is human na- 
ture. In the end some determining 
conclusion on one side or the other will 


bring them together.—The Times.

CONTROL CITY SITUATION 


Dr. White Says Quarantine 
May Be Raised, but Advises 
War on Mosquitoes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. %.—Frost 
alone will exterminate the fever in 
Louisiana, outside of New Orleans, in 
the opinion of the health authorities, 
who make no hesitancy in saying that 
the eituation is beyond their control. 
New Orleans will place in effect today 
a strict quarantine against the remain- 
der of the State. : 

Over 20 new cases are expected to 
be reported today by Dr. Stark, the 
health officer In charge at Patterson 
and at Leeville, at the mouth of the 
Bayou la Fourche. At Amelia, in As- 
sumption Parish, where no cases had 
previously been.Treported, 10 new cases 
Were announced yesterday, and it was 
gtated that there had already been 60. 
In the State, outside of New Orleans, 
there are now believed to be over 9800 
Cases. 

The sugar belt district is apparently 
thoroughly infected. At Delivene plan- 
tation, a mile and a half from Patter- 
gon, another new focus has been dis- 
covered, with three suspicious cases. 
Other cases include two at La Forouche 
Crossing, two at Port Barrow, two at 
Good Hope Plantation, one at Strose, 
one death: three at Hanson City and 
three at Elizabeth. 


In Control at New Orleans. 

In New Orleans the health authori- 
tiles believe they contro! the situation. 
Thursday there were 4 new cases and 
7 deaths, a creditable showing. Total 
cases to date, 1600; total deaths, 226; 
total cases under treatment, 287. 

Report up to noon today, 19 new cases 
and 8 deaths. 

Dr. J. H. White, in charge of United 
States Marine Hospital operations, has 
deciared his belief the quarantine may 
relax with impunity. Dr. White at- 
tributes the large falling off of new 
cases to the general fumigation and 
from masquito killing of last Sunday, 
wut urges that this work be kept up 
once a week until frost. 

"We started with probably one hun- 
dred unknown foci,’’ said Dr. White, ‘“‘or 
five times the number that the Havana 
health authorities admit would swamp 
them and create an epidemic in that 
eity.
